Strangely enough, Senator Taft’s 
bill involves a complete about-face 
in the Ohio legislator’s stand on 
federal aid, and comes at-a time 
when the nation is ready to ac- 
cept federal aid as a partial so- 
lution for the critical need of in- 
creased expenditures for education. 
Now that Senator Taft has come 
to indorse such assistance, oddly 
‘enough he has given the opponents 
of federal aid one of the strongest 
arguments they have ever had with 
which to obstruct the bill. 


The nation’s children will be the 
losers; millions of American child- 
ren will be deprived of adequate 
educational opportunities while the 
Congress is down in con- 
troversy over the. private school 
issue. The thousands of underpaid 
teachers who had hoped for a rea- 
sonable compromise of the private 
school dispute will be disappointed 
in Senator Taft’s re-introduction 
of the very bill which failed in 
both the House or Senate during 
the last session of Congress. 


It is difficult to reconcile Sen- 
ator Taft’s bill with his previous 
record. In 19389 Senator Taft 
slam a statement opposing S. 
1306, a federal aid bill of the 76th 
‘Congress, in which he objected to 
the bill’s iriequitable method of 
distribution.” The Senator ob- 
served that the bill made no pro- 
vision “for the two million child- 
ren educated in the parochial and 
private schools although the State 
receives its share of the distribu- 
tion of federal money on the basis 
of all the inhabitants 5-19 years of 
age in the State.” Senator Taft's 
present bill has the very “inequi- 
table method of distribution” to

Notable Document 
Prepared By 
NCWC Committee 


Declaration Of Rights 
Treats Of Its Subject 
In Four Categories 


New York, Feb. 3 —(NC)—The 
“inalienable rights” which man 
must have to fulfill his obligations 
as a creature of God are catalogued 
in a document drafted by Catho- 
lie scholars. which has been pre- 
sented to the United Nations Com- 
mission on Human Rights. 

of 


Entitled “A Declaration 
Rights,” the document was pre- 
pared by a committee of a dozen 
distinguished philosophers and jur- 
ists appointed by the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. 

The declaration treats of its sub- 
ject in four categories: the rights 
of the human person, the rights 
pertaining to the family, the do- 
mestic rights of States and the 
rights of States in the internat- 
ional community. It insists that 
“suitable opportunity to discharge 
fundamental obligations in the var- 
ious and separate situations of lifo 
is a right that cannot be denied,” 
and it points out that “for man’s 
use God has provided the basic 
resources of the world.” It strikes 
out against pretexts that would 
deprive man of these rights. 

The text of the document fol- 
ows: 


A DECLARATION OF RIGHTS 
DRAFTED BY A COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED BY THE NAT- 
IONAL CATHOLIC WEL- 
FARE CONFERENCE 


General Preamble 

God, the Creator of the human 
race, has charged man with ob- 
ligations arising from his personal 
dignity, from his immortal destiny, 
and from his relationships as a 
social being. These obligations 
are in reference to the Creator, to 
himself, to his family and fellow- 
men, to the State and to the com- 
munity of States. For the ful- 
fillment of these obligdtions man 
is endowed with certain natural, 
inalienable rights. These obliga- 
tions and rights form the sub- 
stance of the natural moral law 
which can be known by reason. 


Obligations and rights are cor- 
relative. At all times the obliga- 
tions to respect the rights of oth- 
ers operates against the arbitrary 
use of rights. 

Suitable opportunity to dis- 
charge fundamental obligations in 
the various and separate situa- 
tions of life is a right which can- 
not be justly’ denied. For man’s 
use has provided the basic 
resources of this world.

RECENTLY I read the “Heptameron.” I had 

read it secretly when somewhat younger for 
the forbidden thrills it contained. I find it a 
vastly different book from what I had recalled. 
Since there were no daily newspapers in Marg- 
aret of Navarre’s day, no current record of each 
day’s surprising events, she collected all the 
amazing and terrible and scandalous topics, not 
of a single day and city, but of an entire country 
and an entire lifetime. But, the material sold 
fresh every day on our newsstands makes the 
“Heptameron” look like a wordy Péllyanna’s 
diary! Condensed in almost any daily newspaper 
today is a record of crime and immorality that 
couldn’t be equalled ina year of Margaret’s time. 


The easiest thing in the world to assail and 
the “smartest” to attack is the Bible and Chris- 
tian morals because such an attack is sure to 
shock someone. That’s good sales publicity as 
our digested literary critics are now pointing 
out. “The Devil can cite Scripture for his pur- 
pose,” said Mr. Shakespeare three hundred 
years ago; and Mr. Kipling considerably later 
told of the jackal born in the fall who said the 
spring freshets were the greatest floods in his- 
tory. Each new generation delights in redis- 
covering old scandals—especially seandals and 
interpretations that help justify licentious be- 
havior. We really need something more than 
personal impressions and prejudice in order to 
appreciate the truth of the Bible.

With hands raised as though they 
died holding the large Crucifixes 
whitch members of their community 
wear, three charred bodies amonz 
the victims of the South African- 
bound Spencer Airlines plane 
which crashed at Croydon airport, 
here, were identified as La Sagesse 
nuns. Twelve persons were killed 
in the crash which occurred as the 
plane took off from the airfield.

lally, the only corpses found with- 


out jewelry—were identified as:

The trial and crucifixion of Christ have been 
satisfactorily established historically. Even if it 
were true that His resurrection rests chiefly on 
faith, if the premise is correct that He was God 
and man, it follows logically that the power was 
in Him to dispose of the body in whatever way 
might be most edifying to mankind.

“The Church has existed for 1800 vears, 
and has never yet been convicted of teach- 
ing an error or of contradicting herself. 
Bhe is the one great fact of modern history 
~—that history is made up of the persecu- 
tions she has endured, and her triumphs. 
Even in America these persecutions follow 
her, for here, where the Catholic population 
does not number more:than one in ten, per- 
haps not more, than one in. fifteen, your 
newspapers try to make the people believe 
that this one in fifteen is about to over- 
throw American liberty. 


“Her existence for 1800 years is a proof 
that she has been protected by Divine 
power, and therefore is God’s church, for 
had she been merely human, she would 
long ago have ceased to exist. 

“The first hostility manifested to the 
Church was by the Jews; they crucified its 
head, and persecuted His followers. 

“Next the Roman Empire for 300 years 
waged war against the Church and caused 
her children to hide themselves in the 
depths of the catacombs, yet she emerged 
from these and bound her own brow with 
the diadem of the Caesars. 

“Her next persecutor was that Protes- 


| tantism of the early ages introduced by 


Arius, which battled with her for 300 years 
more, aided by Greek learning, subtlety and 
want of faith. 

“The invasion of the Goths, the Vandals, 
and the Huns brought her next enemy, for 
these were either Arians or Pagans—alike 
hostile to the Church. Rome falls, but the 
Church does not fall with her, but the bar- 
barians fall at her feet and she stands tri- 
umphant while all around her breaks and 
passes away. She subdues, humanizes and 
christianizes these barbarians and out of 
them she has created the moderm nations 
of the civilized world. 

“In the seventh century came Mohamme- 
danism; it overran one-third of the civil- 
ized world, and the cross paled before the 
crescent, but the crusades—years of war- 
fare—drove it back from Spain and the 
prayers of the Pope defeated it at Lepanto. 

“Another enemy of the Church is open 
Infidelity. This has attacked the Church in 
her very citadel and drove out her sover- 
eign Pontiff. Infidelity armed itself against 
her in the person of the most powerful sol- 
dier of modern times—who we find one day 
traversing the sands of Egypt, another 
scaling the Alps, and next amid the snows 
of Russia—at one time he drags the Pon- 
tiff from his seat—at another imprisons 
him, yet we find that Pontiff returned to 
his throne in peace, while the soldier goes 
to die in loneliness and exile at St. Helena. 

“Who can follow carefully the history of 
this Church and not feel that she is the 
church of God? Mataulay says of her: 
‘That she is a powerful piece of human 
wisdom and contrivance.’ Why, Protes- 
tants have the benefit of all this human 
wisdom and contrivance, and yet their in- 
stitutions are already moss-grown and 
tottering .. 

“Protestantism, too, has had all the 
learning on its side, for she says to us: 
‘You are but poor, ignorant, bigoted Cath- 
olics. Rome won't let you reason, and forces 
on you her puerile tales and arrant non- 
sense, under the authority of the Church.’ 


‘Well I take Protestantism at her word, but

Popes Of Seventh Century 
(Continued) 
75—St. Eugene 1—657 


Pope Eugene was elected Pontiff during 
the exile of Martin L. Even though the 
election was ordered by the Emperor, Pope 
Martin approved it. But he demanded that 
Constans II make a profession of faith de- 
nouncing the Monothelite Heresy. 


The Emperor, on the other hand, re- 
quested that the Pope enter into commun- 
ion with the Patriarch of Constantinople, 
a defender of the Heresy. _ 


During his short reign this Pope resisted 
the solicitations of the Emperor even 


though his predecessor had been exiled for 
opposing him. 


76—St. Vitalian—672 


Pope Vitalian was forced to take action 
against Emperor Constans Hl, now roving 
through Italy, and striving to create a 
Schism in that country as he had previous- 
ly done in his own. He found it necessary 
to assert with emphasis the primacy of the 
Holy See, to renew the condemnation of the 
Monothelite Heresy, which was being used 
politically in the east by the successor of 
Constans II, Emperor Constantine IV. 


He appointed Theodore of Tarsus, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, after having secured 
unity throughout England in matters litur- 
gical and disciplinary. 

The Pope died on the 27th of January, 
672. 


7]—Pope Adeodatus-—6/6 


This Pope had been a Benedictine monk. 
During his brief reign he allowed the Vene- 
tians to erect their Doges. They were eager 
to free themselves from control by the 
eastern Emperors. 


To this Pope is attributed the greeting 
which has since been used by all Pontiffs 
at the beginning of their apostolic letters: 
“Salutem et Apostolicam Benedictionem,” 
translated * “Health and Apostolic Benedic- 
tion.” 


78—St. Domrus )}—678 
During the brief pontificate of St. 
Domnus (or Domus) the Archbishop of 


Ravenna, Reparatus by name, was recon- 
ciled to the Church. 


He repaired the Basilica of St. Paul, and 
placed a marble pavement in the atrium 
before St. Peter’s Church. 


The friction between Constantinople and 
Rome continued, but was partly healed 
under the next Pope. 


79-—St. Agatho—63 | 


During the Pontificate of Pope Agatho 
the Sixth General Council, held at Con- 
stantinople, took place. 


He restored Wilfrid, Archbishop of 
York. The King of the Saxons had been 
persuaded by his Queen to divide the See 
of York into three Bishoprics in order to 
lessen the power of St. Wilfrid. 


80--St. Leo Il—683 


During the one year reign of this Pope 
the Acts of the Sixth General Council were 
confirmed, 

The Emperor, sending the Decrees of the 
Council to Pope Leo, addressed him: “The 
Holy and Blessed Leo, Pontiff of old Rome 
and ecumenical Pope.” 

The Emperor requested the Pontiff to 
send a legatee to represent the Holy See at 
Constantinople in all ecclesiastical matters. 


$)i—St. Benedict }}—685 


This Pope also had a pontificate of only 
one year, since some time elapsed between 
the death of his predecessor and his 
election. 

Constantine IV courted the favor of Pope 

Benedict chiefly in the interest. of his two 


sons, the elder of whom, Justinian, he 
wanted as his successor.

The churches of Sardinia had been 
transferred to the jurisdiction of the Arch- 
bishop of Cagliari. 

Justinian II revoked his father’s decree

In a society where illiteracy has 
been reduced considerably, where 
nearly everyone reads, where the 
high school diploma is a common- 
place, where the yearly publishing 
output of books,’ magazines, and 
newspapers is so enormous as to 
make them literally a drug on the 
market and to exhaust our nation- 
al pulp resources, we are alarming- 
ly undernourished, badly nourish- 
ed, and unwisely nourished—men- 
tally. ‘ 

The body requires food. The 
soul seeks a manna of its own: 
Holy Communion. And the mind, 
too, has its implanted need of nour- 
ishment. 


Most of us read both too much 
and too little: too much of the 
wrong things, too little of the 
right. For we read, yes; but what 
do we read? The more sensational 
part of the daily paper, the comics, 
the Sunday supplement, the “pulp 
mags”—movie, radio, mystery, and 
ecnfession stuff—the latest divorce 
serial or the half-baked, material- 
istic philosophy and advertisements 
in one of our better monthlies, and 
bulking largely, the smart best- 
sellers. With these things we dull 
our intellectual appetities and con- 
sume the hard-won. reading min- 
utes of our accelerated days and 
nights. Some of the titles picked 
for us by the energetic and enter- 
prising book blobs are insulting to 
our human prerogative of free 
will. Yet we not not only acquies- 
ce, but lay on the line the same 
(and many more) inflated dollars 


we could not bear to part with for 
far worthier causes and more 
nourishing intellectual meat, 


We cannot read everything. “So 
little time” is our slogan and our 
alibi. How Guveauantte, then, to 
waste it upon the husks of a de- 
eadent literature and to dissipate 
it in riotous promiscuity and a 
careless prostitution of all our fin- 
er intérests and better taste. 


Taste, of course, is not some- 
thing to be acquired at the end of 
life as the purple twilight creeps 
into the heart and the jaundiced 
eye looks with dimming vision and 
final cold disfavor upon the con- 
suming desires of the past.. Taste 
is cultivated gradually, much as 
one works up a liking for olives. 

The products of the Catholic 
Press may not oo to the jaded 
appetite or the finicky palate, but 
given an early and persistent trial 
both interest and relish can be at- 
tained. What is spinach to me 
may be valuable iron to the nutri- 
tionist and a really clever dietic- 
ian can create palatable dishes 
from unpromising materials. 

Not that we are advocating a 
diet of Catholic reading merely 
because it’s good for one. But the 
real Tom or Mary—the real Me 
of me and You of you—would 
want generous servings, once we 
began to savour their goodness, be- 
cause we were made that way. 

We were made to want the Vita- 
min A of Catholic poetry—so sup- 
erbly to be found in the Psalms, 
the Missal, and the Divine Office— 
for it improves our spiritual in- 
sight. We need the B-complex of 
Catholic journalism, the tough si- 
news of Catholic editorials, for 
strength and brain-power, and for 
understanding of ourselves and so- 
ciety today. The green, leafy 
things—the good and colorful fruit 
of Catholic novels, short stories 
and plays—provide C (the anti- 
scorbutic vitamin) to ward off the 
scury of inferior and deficient fic- 
tion, of bitter and nihilistic modern

Most of the youth of other 
countries have their own problems 
of reconstruction and rehabili- 
tation after years of war and oc- 
cupation. We have been most 
snared the ravages of war and 
there is one way to thank God for 
it: come to the aid of our young 
brothers across the water. 


There is the ease of Franz-Josef 
Frenzel. He is a boy of 18. He was 
drafted into the army in the very 
last months of the fighting. When 
the American forces crossed the 
Elb river he was. taken prisoner. 
They give him over to the Rus- 
sians when the Seviet army as- 
serted its rights to the territory 
east of the Elb river. Because of 
his youth he was released and sent 
back to Breslau, his home town. 


On returning home he found that 
his father had been dragged off 
presumably into Russia, his mother 
was told to evacuate not only her 
home, but Silesia as. well and wan- 
dered off with a group of women 
and children in the direction of 


Berlin. After a- futile search for 
his mother, he took off on foot 
toward Munich and the American 
zone. He now lives with other 
refugees in a ruined building on 
Breisacher street in Munich. 

I met Franz accidentally in the 
sacristy of St. Ludwig’s Church, 
one of the few remaining Churches 
in Munich formerly so rich with 
monuments of a glorious Catholic 
past. I had come to the Church a 
perfect stranger having just enter-

It may be a great deal, or it may 
be very little—no one can fore- 
™ tell as yet. 


In the United States the indi-

There is no reason to believe, or

As the new Sec- 
retary of State made ready to 
leave for Moscow, these are some 
of the events that made the head- 
lines: 
“The United States Government 
announced that it had abandoned 
all of the efforts General Marshall 
had made toward the establish- 
ment of peace in China. Senator 
Styles Bridges of New Hampshire 
charged Russia with seeking to 
turn Germany into a “satellite and 
ally,” and called upon our new Sec- 
retary of State to stand firm 
against the Soviet delegation at 
the Moscow meeting. The Sena- 
tor said “whatever accomplish- 
ments we can claim in recent 
months, came after we stiffened 
our policy with an injection of the 
iron of self-respect.” Predictions 
were made that the Soviet-spon- 
sored regime in Poland would 
sever, or greatly minimize, its 
connections with the western 
powers after getting around to 
announcing the pre-ordained re- 
sults of its “rigged” election. Ob- 
servers were saying Russia is 
tacking to a policy which includes 
a strong ‘effort to drive a wedge 
between the British and American 
democracies, while retaining a 
free hand in the United Nations 
with relation to disarmament, 
atomic control and the punishment 
cf aggressors. Officials of our own 
State Department revealed in radio 
broadcasts programs by which 
Russian propaganda agencies are 
striving to turn the people of 
eastern Europe against the United 
States. 

General Marshall developed dur- 
ing the war a reputation for 
sticking doggedly to what he 
thought was right, often over- 
coming the objections of some of 
the so-called Big Four personali- 
ties.

Basel, Switzerland, Feb. 3.— 
Bishop Josef Ferche, Auxiliary of 
Breslau, was expelled by Polish au- 
thorities from his diocese last fall 
and sent in a cattle car toa tran- 
sient camp of expelles at Branden- 
b near Berlin, according to an 
official report he has submitted to 
higher Church officials. KIPA, 
Swiss Catholic Press Agency, has 
received the text of this report , 
and now publishes it in full. 


It appears that Bishop Ferche 
had been ordered by the Warsaw 
Government to leave his See with 
24 hours notice on July 1% last 
year, but the Bishop was not at 
home when the order was deliver- 
ed. Quietly he continued to ad- 
minister the Sacrament ef Confir- 
mation in various parishes. Police 


“arrested him on September 19. 


The trip from Breslau to Branden- 
burg took. two days and three 
nights. 

According to this report Father 
Biaeschke is the only member of 
the Breslau Cathedral Chapter still 
permitted to remain there at the 
instance of the Apostolic Admin- 
istrator who has also succeeded 
in maintaining as his assistant 
Father Lucaszcyk. Father Nied- 
zbala also remains as Cathedral 
Pastor while the other members 
of the Chapter are now dispersed 
all over Germany.

“We are 
working for a supernatural cause, 
a cause that means the very pre- 
servation of Christian civilization.” 

Representatives from 15 dio- 
eceses heard Archbishop McIntyre, 
speaking on behalf of his Eminence 
Francis Cardinal Spellman, Arch- 
bishop -of New York, and other 
speakers describe~-the distressful 
conditions existing abroad and 
stress the need for continued re- 
lief by War Relief Services—Nat- 
ional Catholic Welfare Conference 
to the suffering people in war- 
devastated countries. 

Though almost two years have 
elapsed sincé the end of the war, 
Archbishop McIntyre said, “more 
than half the people of the world 
are still feeling its bitter effects 
through a shortage of food.”

“What Catholics Believe’ She Also

Church Is Chief Blocker 
In Russia’s World 
Conquest Attempt 


Philadelphia, Feb. 8—(NC) — 
The Catholic Church was described 
as “the chief moral force blocking 
Russia’s way to world control,” by 
Louis F. Budenz, former managing 
editor of The Daily Worker, com- 
munist newspaper, in an address 
here. Mr. Budenz, who deserted 
communism to return to the Catho- 
lic Faith, added that the Russian 
campaign of annihilation of the 
Catholic Church “is in full swing 
in virtually every country in the 
world.” 

This country’s foreign policy 
transition “from appeasement of 
Russia to a firmer pusition,” is pro- 
ceeding too slowly, Mr. Budenz 
contended, adding “Russia has not 
retreated from her policy of con- 
uest and blitzkrieg and is training 
thousands of conscript soldiers in 
the subjugated countries.” 

“Why does not the United 
States governmerit move for the 
expulsion of the bloody puppet Po- 
lish regime from the United 
Nations?” he asked. “Everyone 
knows that the ‘four freédoms’ are 
erushed underfoot in Poland and 
also in Roumania, Bulgaria and 
Yugoslavia. The pledge of our 
fighting men that these ‘freedoms’ 
would be extended is not being 
kept.”

Children’s Book Week has come 
and gone and we cannot help but 
wonder, how many youngsters 
profited by it. Using the slogan 
“Books Are Bridges” and muchly 
publicized, the week has passed 
into oblivion. Do you think it 
achieved its purpose? We wonder— 

Through this column, we have so 
often, expressed our views about 
good books and their influence on 
children—so today let us hear 
from someone else on the same 
subject. 


In the Magazine of Books sec- 
tion of the Chicago Tribune, Dr. 
Edward Ott—Louisiana Education 
Foundation Director—has this to 
say: “Children should be intro- 
duced to books at an early age— 
the earlier the better. Those 
youngsters who look to books as 
a source of pleasure usually get 
more out of school and out of life 
than those who find their chief 
mental stimulant in ‘comie books.’ 
All school education depends, to 
a major extent, on the student’s 
ability to read rapidly and to un- 
derstand what he reads: the high- 
er he climbs on the academic lad- 
der, the more important reading 
ability becomes. The average child 
who reads easily and rapidly usual- 
ly does better in High School and 
College than the bright child who 
is handicapped by the lack of read- 
ing skill.” 

“The grammar school knows the 
importance of reading ability in 
life and learning and does all it 
can to develop the. book habit. 
Alone, however, the school cannot 
always succeed in planting the 
taste for good books: it needs help 
from the parents. Twenty minutes 
of Mother’s or dad’s reading aloud 
each night will introduce the 
youngsters to stories that he will 
read for himself in a year or two, 
as well as draw the family circle 
a little closer. If this reading is 
carefully chosen, the rapt young 
listener can be weaned from the 
pap of comic books.” 


Children’s books should be care- 
fully chosen—librarians and teach- 
ers will be glad to help select 
books, suitable to each child’s need. 
Next week we shall furnish a list 
of books which should appeal to 
the youngsters and to Mom and 
Dad alike.
